Flower and Vegetable Show Saturday 11th September, 1976 
Rules 

1. For classes 1-33 the exhibit must have been grown by the ex¬ 
hibitor. This means either grown from seed, bulb, corm etc., or 
young seedling, or owned and tended the tree, bush, plant etc. since 
the banning of 1976. 

2. For classes 34-36 any material used may have been bought. 


3. For classes in which an exhibit is comprised of more than one 
specimen, the specimens in an exhibit must be all the same variety. 


4. There may be any number of exhibits from one garden in each 
class, but only one such exhibit may v/in a prize in any one class. 


5. ’Entries in the show are to be made between 10.30 and 12.30 on 
the morning of the show, Saturday 11th September. Entries should be 
removed shortly after 4pm, 


6. There will be an entry fee of 3p per exhibit except for the 
childrens classes, which are free. 

7. Each entry which is given a winning place will receive a cert¬ 
ificate. Each winning entry which is placed 1st in a class will 
also receive a cash prize of 50p, 

8. The judge will have discretion to_3ward, or withhold the award 
of, winning places as he thinks |^t.~

A few tips for exhibitors;- do not peel such vegetables as carrots 
but just wash the soil off. Fruit should not be polished but 
presented in their natural ’bloom'. Try to keep the size of the ’ * 
fruit or vegetables all the same even if the specimens are all small, 
good presentation of clean unmarked specimens'gain more points than 
unevenly balanced, scarred specimens. 

Flowers and foliage plants should be presented wij:h good clean 
foliage and if in pots, the size of the pot should be to give a 
good even balance. 

To sum up presentation is all important, if you go for ^an inter¬ 
view for a job you put your best clothes on to impress people and 
so it is in the case here.
